THE head of Barking and Dagenham claims 
today’s teens are misled by reality TV and urged 
them to live in the real world instead. 

Cathy Walsh, CEO and principal of the col¬ 
lege, says youngsters believe that money, 
celebrity status and success come easy. Her 
comments came as Shadow Chancellor Ed Balls 
officially opened the new Technical Skills 
Academy this week. 

The borough is currently trying to tackle its 
high level of NEETS - teens who are not in edu¬ 
cation, employment or training. 

“Setting yourself up in business takes courage, 
determination and commitment but the current 
trend for reality TV shows make entrepreneurship 
and instant fame look like child's play,” she said. 

“I enjoy watching reality TV as much as the 


next person, especially the business and entre¬ 
preneur focused shows, but we have to convey a 
clear message to teens that money and business 
opportunities don’t get handed to you on a plate 
in the real world. 

However, they are there for the taking if you 
know how to get them.” 

Ms Walsh said the problem of NEETS was 
something the college and the council are look¬ 
ing to challenge. 

“This is a growing problem in our borough 
and it needed to be addressed,” she added. “The 
college and the London Borough of Barking and 
Dagenham have been working in partnership to 
build the Technical Skills Academy to give the 
NEETS some guidance and real-work experi¬ 
ences to introduce them to the opportunities that 


are available in the real world - not the make 
believe world inside their TV screens.” 

The Technical Skills Academy aims to provide 
training and skills to 450 teens from Barking & 
Dagenham and the surrounding areas. The doors 
opened last month but the was officially opened 
this week by Shadow Chancellor Ed Balls. 

There are still many courses with spaces avail¬ 
able to 14-19 year olds including Enterprise and 
Entrepreneurship, Catering and Professional 
Cookery, Hairdressing and Beauty, Interactive 
and Multimedia and Sustainable Construction 
and Engineering. 

Everyone needs to start in business some¬ 
where and we truly believe that we can start 
these teens on the right path and hand them the 
tools they need,” Ms Walsh added.

A CHILDREN’S centre has become the seventh 
in the borough to receive an ‘outstanding’ rating 
from Ofsted.

Ian said: “I thoroughly 
enjoyed the experience once the 
nerves settled and I hope to 
have raised £450 for the hos¬ 
pice, My father-in-law received 
fantastic care during his last 
few days and was made com¬ 
fortable and treated with com¬ 


passion and the hospice helped 
take the pressure off my moth- 
er-in-law.” 

Carer Victoria Thrower, from 
Dagenham, also joined in and 
said: “It was a good experience, 
a little scary, but I’m glad I did 
it. I’ve always wanted to do a 
skydive and I decided to sign up 
and support the hospice because 
a lot of people I work with have 
known people benefit from the 
care provided by Saint Francis 
Hospice.” 

Hospice fundraiser Lauren 
Josman said: “Thank you to all 
the adventurous skydivers and 
the golfers who were out in the 
rain, supporting the hospice.

Council set to take 
action over mattress 
dumping problem 

RESIDENTS in Waltham Forest dump 800 mattress¬ 
es on the borough’s streets each month - and now the 
council is taking action. 

It costs an estimated £1.5million per year to clear 
the dumped mattresses and councillor Clyde Loakes, 
cabinet member for environment, is now pushing for 
the Department for Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs to take action. 

Last week he wrote to Secretary of State Owen 
Paterson over the matter. 

“The problem is partly down to the private rented 
sector where the high turnover of tenants in short¬ 
term lets leads to a high turnover of cheap mattress¬ 
es,” Mr Loakes said. 

“As a council we currently have no recourse to 
charge the letting agents for this activity, despite this 
problem being a direct result of their commercial 
activity.” 

“Mattresses are also very difficult to recycle owing 
to the range of components used to make them, and 
accordingly recycling facilities that deal with mat¬ 
tresses specifically are scarce. 

“I made three requests to DEFRA,” Mr Loakes 
added. “The first was to look to ban mattresses from 
landfill - helping to stimulate further commercial 
interest in recycling. 

“The second was to introduce a compulsory take- 
back scheme to ensure the producer takes the respon¬ 
sibility for the end use of mattresses, as has been 
done successfully on other products. 

“And finally, I would like to see Government intro¬ 
duce a facility to allow us to levy an annual charge 
against those companies undertaking a commercial 
letting agent function in our borough - similar to that 
allowed to pay for policing and cleaning up for late 
night licensing.”

Repairs underway on park water main 


ESSENTIAL works to replace 
a water main under Central 
Park in Dagenham are under 
way. 

The water main runs from 
the corner of the park by Bell 
Farm Avenue to a valve near 
the car park next to the tennis 
courts. Works, which are 
expected to last until 
Christmas, will take place 
along a 600m long narrow 


strip of land between these 
points. 

Essex & Suffolk Water, 
which is carrying out the 
works, said disruption to park 
users will be kept to a mini¬ 
mum, with footpaths diverted 
wherever possible. The area of 
excavation will be fenced off 
to protect the public. 

The works will not affect 
Dagenham Rugby Club’s 


pitch. Some football pitches 
will be out of bounds, but any 
booked matches will be held 
on alternative pitches. 

Council leader Liam Smith 
said: “These works are essen¬ 
tial, and I would ask park users 
to be patient while they are 
carried out. Although there 
will be minor inconvenience, 
we’re confident that it will be 
kept to an absolute minimum”

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Ilford mum joins fellow cancer 
survivors at star-studded event 



A MUM from Ilford joined 
other cancer survivors for the 
launch of a star-studded Stand 
Of Fame in Leicester Square 
last week. 

Inspired by the Hollywood 
Walk Of Fame, the 21-metre 
long catwalk allowed people to 
literally put themselves in the 
shoes of superstars. It featured 
more than 30 pairs of shoes 
belonging to a glittering array 
of celebrities from the world 
of film, TV, music, comedy 
and sport - all proudly dis¬ 
played on glamorous podiums 
and available for the public to 
try on and strut their stuff like 
superstars. 

The collection included satin 
shoes worn by Dame Helen 
Mirren at a movie premiere, 
custom training shoes sported 
by heavyweight boxer David 
‘Hayemaker’ Haye and classy 
heels belonging to singer 
Alexandra Burke. 

The display was put together 
in honour of Stand Up To 
Cancer, the new fundraising 
collaboration between Cancer 
Research UK and Channel 4. 

Among those attending the 
launch was single mum Seema 
Sharma, who has been suc¬ 
cessfully treated for breast 
cancer. 

Seema was diagnosed in 
October 2009, the day before 
the Hindu festival of Diwali. 
She discovered the lump on 
her chest while playing with 
her daughter Shanti. 

By chance she had a smear 
test the next day, so asked 
about the lump while she was 
there. However, she says that 


being Asian, ‘going to the doc¬ 
tor is something she wouldn’t 
have done’ if it weren’t for that 
pre-booked appointment. 

Seema had a lumpectomy, 
mastectomy, chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy, which ended 
in June 2010. She fully 
embraced her hair loss and 
refused to wear wigs. A 
YouTube video she made 
thanking her friends for their 
support received 21,000 hits, 

Seema decided that having 
cancer and being able to share 


her story and raise awareness 
in the Asian community was 
her calling. She has gone on to 
write a song about her experi¬ 
ence and frequently gives talks 
in local schools about cancer - 
she’s hoping to debunk some 
of the myths around it, as well 
as make kids aware that it can 
happen to anybody. 

Seema lives with her mother 
and her two kids Shanti, five, 
and Kalvin, 14.

ESSEX snooker legend Steve Davis insisted 
he could still be competing on the pro cir¬ 
cuit at the age of 60, as he looked ahead to 
the Wyldecrest Park Homes World Seniors 
Championship.
